y Selling City Is More Than Gimmickry

It takes more than bro-
chures, statistics, and gim-
micks to attract business and
industrial investments to a
community, members of the
Torrance Chamber of Com-
merce were told at their fall
membership meeting Thurs-
day.

Michael J. Colton, who
heads the industrial develop-
ment department of the Los
Angeles Chamber of Com-
merce, spoke on the business
of attracting investments to
a community, and stressed the
need to consider the five-
county area of Southern Cali-
fornia as “one gigantic mar-
keting area."

““The South Coast region is
a very important part of this

five-county area,” Colton said,
“Torrance is really the hub of
this South Coast area,” he
added.

He reminded the Chamber
luncheon crowd that 'Torrance
had 36,000 households with a
buying income of more than
$9,000 per household,

Campaigns to attract indus-
trial plants are being mount-
ed by nearly 15,000 organiza-
tions across the nation, Colton
said. Many of these include
planning commissions, devel-
opment committees, and city
groups,

While many of these groups
wage only mild campaigns, a
hard core of about 5,000

Each year, about 1,500
plant locations are selected,
Colton said. Of these, more
than half are selected on the
basis of decisions made with-
in the company, brochures
and campaigns notwithstand-
ing.

Of the remaining 700 or
50 decisions made, those
charged with the responsibilty
for selecting a new site be-
come the target of all the
four-color brochures and gim-
micks of the trade. Short
term benefits such as free
land or such = enticements
mean less than the attitude
of the community and the

long-term benefits of a real-
istic business climate,

New plant locations are less
important that many would
have us believe, Colton said,
pointing out that a larger part
of the industrial growth is in
those plants which are already
located.

During the first half of
1966, he reported, the Los An-
geles Chamber of Commerce
reported on 188 industrial
projects in Southern Califor-
nia, Of these 35 were new
plants and 153 were plant ex-
pansions.

“The people who are ai
ready here are the ones to
whom organizations such as
a Chamber should directs its
sttention,” Colton said,

He pointed out that the ex-

pansions reported in existing °

firms during the first half of
the year accounted for 22,000
new jobs, $180 million in
capital investments; and an
addition of 8,800,000 square
feet of industrial facilities.

In its efforts to put togeth-
er an industrial development
program which would make
the five-county area of Soutk.-
ern California a prime area
for industrial investment, the
Los Angeles Chamber of Com-
merce has undertaken several
projects which it considers
important, Among these, Colt
on said, are changes in the
state inventory tax laws and
the assessing of air pollution
control facilities for taxes.
